CORDIAL WELCOME; IS GLAD TO 
MAKE HIS HOME IN CANADA 


Rev. Oliver Horsman and His Wife Are Received at Congregational 
Reception of First Baptist Church Last Night — Addresses Are

sympathy, and ministration, J can help 
forward that cause—the cause of 
righteousness; of consideration for the 
weak; of justice and brotherhood 
among the nations,” 

It was thus Rey. Oliver C, Horsman, 
M.A., B.D., concluded his reply to the 
address of welcome tendered to him 
last night at the congregational re- 
ception of the First Baptist church, 
whose minister he now is in sucees- 
sion to Rey, Dr, Patterson, who a few 
months ago aecepted a call to Win- 
nipeg. Mr. Horsman comes from Wil- 
liamsport, Pennsylvania, where he was 
pastor for several years , and the 
hearty welcome Mrs. Horsman, him- 
self and family received will be in- 
tensified when the people of mon- 
ton realize that he so keenly sympa- 
thises with the cause they, the people 
of Canada and the Empire are fight- 
ing and dying for.

Speaking of the country within one 
hundred miles of Edmonton, it is esti- 
mated that at least eight per cent. of 
the threshing has been completed. In 
the more open country to the south 
and east, where stook threshing is the 
custom, there has been more delay 
owing to the snow interfering for a 
longer period, In districts where the 
grain was for, the most part stacked 
before the storm very litde delay re- 
sulted. 

Some Snlendid Yields, 

The general yield of grain has sur- 
passed all expectation, Districts which 
were at one time inclined to be pes- 
simistic .over wie crop outlook have 
threshe(| a total of wheat, oats and 
barley that measures well up to the 
big records of last year, even exceed- 
ing the yields of 1915 in many tn- 
stances, Wheat returns of 40 and 45 
bushels per acre for an entire settle- 
ment are not uncommon,: und = the 
quality on the whole is mostly of No. 
2 and No. 1 nortbern. The «average 
yield for oats appears to be in the 
vicinity of 60 bushels to the acre. 

! One of the unfortunate phases of 
the unfavorable harvest season is the 
shortage of fall plowing. Conditions 
which made haying and harvestin, 

| operations difficult, delayed work to 

! such an extent that the majority ot 
farmers were unable to do the usual 
omount of stubble cultivation. That 
the work is far behind that of last 
year in this respect is the general 
plaint. 

Most of the districts report a very 
satisfactory crop of potatoes, which 
have been disposed of to a large ex- 

| tent at from 50 cents to 70 cents a 


bushel. While many growers have 

prepared to hold a quantity of tubers 

over until spring, the fact is evident 
that the bulk of th¢ Edmonton dts- 
trict crop has already been dispose 
of, or will be sold within «another 
month if the present mild weather 
holds, 

District Reports. 

Reports from a few of the represen- 
tative districts are as follows: 

Leduc—Threshing nearly complete, 
with yields of uniformly good standard. 
In some cases cutting was delayed 
until the ground froze owing to wet 
weather, and'in a few instances tho 
farmers are only now stacking part of 

| their crop. Potatoes produced well, 
over fifty car loads being shipped. Fail 
plowing not equal to last year, 

St. Albert—Some localities have 
still considerable threshing to do, 
cthers being finished, The yield has 
been generally good, as was also the 
potato crop. No large amount of 
plowing has been possibie. 

Duagh—Threshing finished. Whent 
{n some cases went 40 to 45 bushels, 
the main crop, however, being oats, 
which probably averaged 60 bushels, 
Plowing only fairly well advanced, 

Belvedere, Manola, Lunnford, etc.— 
Threshing finished, Onta averaged ap 
proximately 50 bushels, of good grade. 

Conjuring Creeck-—Only isolated sec- 
tions have threshing unfinished, these 
being rapidly cleaned up at present. 
Oats gave good returns, some sellin 
for as high as 55 cents on the marker. 
Wheat probably averaged 27 bushels. 
Potatoes in most caves were an unusu- 

ally good crop. Not the customary 
amount of plowing done. 

Spruce Grove—Threshing about 
completed. Some excellent yields, Vo- 
tatoes were a big crop, and large 
; quantities have been sold, Little fall 

plowing done, 

Winterburn—Threshing 
Oats were ua particularly good c 
Potatoes fairly wel! sold off. 
amount of vlowing finished, 

Rabbit Hill, White Mud, ete. 
Threshing finished, with the excep- 

tion of a few odd jobs. No particular: 
ly big yields of gruin are reported, 
although the returns on the whole are 
satisfactory, Potatoes sold in large 
quantities. Comparatively little plow- 
ing done. 

Sandy Take, Colchester—Threshing 
done. Marquis wheat yielded in many 
cases 45 bushels per acre, with oats 
running around 60 bushels. Potatoes 
were a good crop, the bulls being dis- 
posed of at 65 cents per bushel. Con- 
siderable fall plowing done at Sandy 
Lake, 

Clover Bar—Threshing practically 
complete. Returns on the whole com- 
pare favorably with any of the record 
years. Wheat went as high as 60 
bushels to the acre, and reports of 45 
bushel crops are common, Not the 
usual amount of plowing done. Pota 
toes generally a goed crop, the strong 
demand being taken advantage of by 
the majority of farmers . 

Fort Saskatchewan—tThreshing for 
the most part nearly finished. Big 
yields were numerous, principally in 
wheat. Oats and barley yielded well 
on the average. Heavy shipments 
have been made in potatoes and grain 
at the high prices, Less than the usual 
amount of fall plowing done.

EIGHT HOUR LAW 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


District Court Judge at Kansas City 
Makes Ruling on Legislation 

Kansas City, Mo,, Nov, 22,.—-The 
Adamson eight-hour law was held 
unconstitutional here today by Judge 
William C. Hook in the United States 
district court. 

Judge Hook directed the receivers 
of the Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf 
(railroad, who brought the original ac- 
tion in this case, to enjoin the law 
from going into effect and to assist 
the government in expediting the case 
to the supreme court of the United 
States for final decision, and instruct- 
fed them through their attorneys to 
invite the representatives of 
r railroad in this country to participate 


in the hearings before the highest 
court of the land, This was requested 
in the government's motion to dismiss 
jthe injunction petition of the railroad, 
the government describing to avoid 
“prolonged unnecessary and scattered 
litigation through the hearing of 
countless similar suits filed by every 
rail system in every federal district in 
the United States through which their 
lines run.”

On 
the contrary, Sir Sam had some 
redeeming features which are 
conspicuously lacking in a num- 
ber of the survivors whose  dis- 
niissal is equally desired upon 
other grounds. The ejection of 
Hon. Robert Rogers, for instance, 
provided it were done forcefully 
and with an air of finality, would 
evoke a chorus of acclaim far 
exceeding that which followed the 
dropping of Sir Sam. And there 
are others—Crothers, Doherty, 
Reid, Blondin, and some more— 
whose dismissal would be hailed, 
perhaps less loudly, but not less 
generally and sincerely. In fact, 
with the exception of himself and 
the Minister of Finance there are 
not many members of the cabinet 
whose disappearance would not 
bring a sigh of relief from the 
Conservative party and a murmur 
of satisfaction from the public. 
Now that he has begun to swing 
the axe, and found it so widely ap- 
proved, Sir Robert cannot do 
better than keep on swinging it. 
He can hardly, in that company, 
land on anybody who doesn’t de- 
serve it or whose loss would be | 
nationally important.
